ASSESSOR 
CALLED DEATH. 


Energetic and Lovable County Of- 
ficial Succumbs to Illness Following 
Completion of Tremendous Task. 

Dying Blessing for Dear Ones. 


EN E. WARD, County Assessor, 

died at 11:20 o'clock last night at 

his home at No. i041 Beacon 
street. Mrs. Ward and their two chil- 
dren were with him at the end. 

Five weeks ago Mr. Ward and hi. 
family went to Santa Catalina for the 
summer. Mr. Ward's affliction, with 
which he has been troubled for eight 
years, was aggravated by his relent- 
less cam en for the full assessment 
of corporations, and he was in sore 
need of rest. Three weeks ago he re- 
turned. accompanied by his family, 
after a collapse. Although firm in his 
belief in Christian Science, Mr. Ward 
sought the advice of a physician. Dr. 
D. C. Barber gave up all hope of his 


recovery Thursday. Since that time 


no physician has been in attend- 


Mr. Ward rallied about 9:30 o'clock 
last night, after a period of uncon- 


spoke, he uttered a blessing for Ben, 
14 years old, and Rachel, his beautiful 
8-year-old daughter. He implored 
them not to weep, and aguin sank into 
unconsciousness. 

Ben Ward was born April 12, 1856, in 
New Haven, Ct. He remained there 
until he completed his common school 
education. Later he entered the Anim 
Arbon Law College. While in school 
his father died, and he was unable to 
take up the practice of law. 

QUARTER-CENTURY HERE. 

Twenty-five years ago Mr. Ward 
brought his mother, sister and broth- 
er, Walter, to California. They settled 
in Pasadena. Ward went into the real 
estate business. During the boom of 
1885 and 1886 he considerable 
money. He was agent for Glendale, 
and opened several other sibdivision:. 
After making nearly $160,000, he lost 
the greater part of it in speculations. 

His mother died in Pasadena and la- 
ter his sister, who married H. H. Bar- 
cley, an attorney, also died. Mr. 
Ward went to Kansas City in 1891 and 
was married to Miss Jennis Dickin- 
son. Immediately afterward he re- 
turned with his wife to Los Angeles. 
He established a rea) estate company 
and was at the head of the firm until 
he entered politics. 

For more than eight years Ward 
was a dominant figure, ‘Irst as City 
Assessor, then as County Assessor. 
During his terms in omee de 
made a bitter fight for what he con- 
sidered just and equitable assessments.

The pruning of the vines is generally 
done in the winter when labor is 
plentiful. The spring work is soon 
over, and there is nothing more to do 
until picking time. Of course $80 an 
acre is hardly the average received 
by the California grape growers this 
year. These heavy lands will produce 
at least five tons and twice and even 
three times that tonnage has been 
gathered here in Los Angeles off of 
single acres of grapes planted on 
similar soils. The lighter soils, pro- 
ducing grapes which make lighter and 
drier qualities of wine, will produce 
a less tonnage, but the grapes will 
bring a much higher price. 4 

In the old days in California, in the 
early eighties, wine grapes in the 
county of Los Angeles brought never 
less than $20 a ton, and in those days 
the possessor of twenty acres of good 
vineyard received a very handsome 
check for his crop. 

‘There is no reason why the price 
of grapes in California should not rise 
to the level of twenty years ago. The 
recently-enacted laws kno as pure- 
food laws should make a m better 
market for California wines than pre- 
vailed before. They have been sold in 
millions of gallons under French labels 
at six times more per bottle than they 
cost in California: per gallon. This 
can no longer be done under the re- 
cent laws. California wines cannot 
bear a French label. It may take a 
little while to accustom people to the 
enjoyment of real and pure wines. 
Their taste is corrupted by long use 
of sophisticated French wines. When 
once they become accustomed to the 
real juice of the grape, they will pre- 
fer it to any sophistication. 


HERE ALL MAY GROW RICH. 

The State Board of Equalization 
announces that by the figures of the 
various nty Assessors of Califor- 
nia the developed wealth of the State 
is now nearly $2,000,000,000. The popu- 
lation is not 2,000,000, # that the aver- 
age wealth of Californians is $1090. 
Taking four as the average family, 
the average wealth of each house- 
hold is $4000. 

The figures, compared with those of 
u year ago, indicate an increase in the 
wealth in the State in twelve months 
of $252,000,000. This is about one- 
eighth of the whole present wealth, 
Or 12 1-2 per cent. Comparing the 
increase gwith the total a year ago 
it is 20 per cent. 

Ordinarily the increase shown by the 
Assessors’ figures would be less than 
the actual growth. The assessment is 
not usually more than 50 per cent. of 
the market value of property. The new 
creation would be subject to this rule 
as well as the original wealth of years 
before. But this year the assessments 
have been higher than usual. Still, 
making all allowances, the Assessors’ 
figures are much below the actual val- 
ues both as a whole and as to the in- 
crease. According to the rule, the 
developed wealth of California should 
be $4,000,000,000. The average should 
be $2000 for each individual and $8000

An expert financial writer whose 
home is in San Francisco says, in the 
Pacific Banker, a weekly published at 
Portiand Or., that during the first six 
months of the current year the loans 
made on real estate in San Francisco 
amounted to 329.243.887. This com- 
pares with $18,706,931 in six months 
of 1906, but in this year the loans all 
were made prior to the earthquake of 
April 18.

But despite these 
handicaps, confidence is gradually re- 
turning. San Francisco is still on 
the map of California, and it will re- 
main there long after the present 
generation of labor agitators and po- 
litical grafters has passed away.

As a result of claims 
against the paper, it was raided by 
agents of Diaz, influenced by the au- 
thorities here, and Villareal was ar- 
rested. Then for several months there 
ensued the usual fight against extra- 
dition, Villareal realizing that if he 
were taken across the border, he 
would be shot as a political offender. 

He was sent to El Paso, on the bor- 
der of Mexico, where re remained for 
several months, and the day that he 
was to have been transferred across 
the international boundary line, the 
prisoner escaped. He was in charge 
of Tony Sierra, immigration, inspec- 
tor, and when the inspector stepped 
into the Western Union telegraph of- 
fice at El Paso to send a message re- 
lating to the transfer, Villareal ran 
down an alley and escaped. He was 
reported to have been in St. Louis 
after that and to have been seen at 
several places. 

A few weeks ago, special dispatches 
from Washington announced that the 
government authorities knew of the 
whereabouts of Villareal, but he was 
not wanted by the United States, nor 
would efforts be made to take him into 
custody. 

The original charge against Villa- 
real was made in the State of Sonora, 
Mex., by Col. W. C. Greene, the cop- 
per magnate, who charged Villareal 
with libel in connection with the col- 
onel's mining operations in Mexico. As 
a result of these charges, the plant of 


the revolutionary paper in St. Louis 
was raided.

Theresa and Guadalupe Gonzales, who 
after the custom in Mexico, assumed 
their mother’s Christian name, have 
been active in endeavoring to prevent 
their brother being extradited to Mex- 
ico.

ARE FINDS | 
IN OLD EGYPT. 


IMPORTANT MANUSCRIPTS OF 
SACRED HISTORY. 
— — 


Rolls of Papyri Dating from the 
Sixth and Eleventh Centuries Re- 
cently Found on Site of a Forgotten 
Monastery—Leaves of Apocryphal 
Sayings of Christ, 
The latest of the many discoveries 
b. archaeologists in Egypt occurred 


some months ago at Edfu, in Upper. 


Egypt, near the site of an old Coptic 
monastery. A native clearing his 
ground of stones accidentally laid bare 
a small tomb-like receptacle. In this 
he found a number of parchment man- 
uscripts bound in thick papyrus cov- 
ers. He sold them to an Arab dealer 
for a few dollars, and the Arab in 
return sold them to a Copt for $2500. 

The news had by this time gone 
abroad, and representatives of the for- 
eign museums made energetic efforts 
to capture the manuscripts. The good 
fortune of securing them fell to Mr. de 
Rustafjaell, F.R.G.8., the well-known 
traveler and explorer. Since the dis- 
covery, however, a great university 
has been trying to obtain possession 
of them. 

The manuscripts, he says, had al- 
ready been identified as unique Cryp- 
tic and Greek ecclesiastical manu- 
scripts of the ninth to eleventh cen- 
turies of great archaeological impor- 
tance, and about a dosen rolls of sixth 
century Greek papyri. Among them 
are twenty-five leaves of the apocry- 
phal sayings of Christ in a Coptic 
transiation of a lost Greek original, of 
which previously only thirteen leaves 
were known—twelve in the National 
Gallery at Paris and one in Berlin. 

The discovery also comprised parts 
of the gospels of St. Matthew, St. 
Mark and St. Luke In Greek and Cop- 
tic, the apocalypse of St. John in Cop- 
tic, the history of miracles by Cosmos 
and Damien (dated sixth century.) a 
sermon by St. Pisenthois in Coptic 
(this copy being unique,) a sermon by 
St. Cyril, Bishop of Jerusalem (A. D. 
351-386;) on the sacred cross at Coptic, 
from an existing Greek original (this 
is the only complete edition,) and a 
unique manuscript in the Nubian lan- 
guage dealing with the life of St. Me- 


nos and the canons of the Nicean 
Council. Only fragments of manu- 
scripts in the Nubian e have 

n discovered hitherto. There are 
very few scholars in the language and 
scarcely any published literature. 


Hence the present volume, which is in 
an excellent state of preservation, is 
of first-rate importance.
